St. Louisans who want to wake 
up on time tomorrow will adjust 
their clocks to standard time be- 
fore they go to bed tonight. Day- 
light saving time ends officially 
at 2 am. tomorrow, and there- 
after the St. Louis area, like prac- 
tically all of the rest of the United 
States, will be on standard time 
until next April. 

Im order to make sure that 
clocks adjusted to standard time 
tonight will be keeping correct:

hour. Turning the back- 
yard may injure the works.

“Viewed as a social investment, 
the slum bond issue is even more 
of a necessity.

Those who 
like to approach large projects 
with a magnifying glass for flaws 
will be able to discover few, if 
any. 

“The bond issue is to be amor-

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Economic Progress in Sweden 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Recently you published two articles 
which stated that Sweden was at the 
verge of economic collapse, and that the 
Social Democrats were responsible. 
~ A few days later an election report 
from Sweden showed that the Social 
Democratic party lost only a few seats 
in Parliament. 

‘ Apparently you unwittingly published 
some conservative election propaganda 
for which Swedish voters did not fall, 
but which might mislead some Ameri- 
an readers. 

You might be interested in the other 
side of the picture, as presented to me 
in a letter from a high-placed Swedish 
Government official. In 1947, the cost 
of living increased only 3 per cent. There 
has been a boost in old-age pensions 
and a new allowance for mothers. Com- 
pared with 1929, Swedish production has 
risen faster than American production. 

A good dea] of the current economic 
problem was cawsed by the serious drouth 
of 1947, which cut agricultural produc- 
tion and the supply of electricity. An- 
other important factor was the loss of 
the European market during and since 
the war. 

The unbalance has been met by a re- 
duction in imports, new indirect taxes, 
reduction in the budget for public and 
private buildings. Tighter planning in 
1946 might have prevented the present 
problem completely, but the conserva- 
tives wanted that least of all, although 
they criticize the government now for 
not having taken more drastic steps. 

The conservative parties still do not 
have a program of their own, but only 
criticize the government for not plan- 
ning better (they control 80 per cent of 
the press). American newspaper corre- 
spondents are likely to pick up the con. 
servative point of view, since the great 
majority of English-speaking people 
are anti-labor. 
~The much-ballyhooed trade agreement 
with Russia has nothing to do with 
present difficulties, since trade with 
Russia in 1947 was nearly balanced and 
amounted to only 1 per cent of tota! 
trade, 

‘It should be remembered that Sweden's 
Social Democrats are not Marxists. They 
do not believe in government ownership 
of industry for its own sake, but only 
when private ownership is obviously in- 
efficient. 

The Social Democrats have run Sweden 
since 1932, but the majority of industry 
is still privately owned and Sweden has 
one of the highest standards of living 
in the world today.

* Tf note that Miss D..E. Nirdlinger of 
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logical progress is attributable to a long 
line of individuals from the Scotsman, James 
Watts, and, in modern times, to great private 


industrial laboratories, Gov. Dewey can get no 


argument on that score. 

It happens, however, that the Republican 
candidate used the atomic bomb to develop his 
thesis, thus employing perhaps the one most 
brilliant example of government initiative. It 
was not the dead hand of government operat- 
ing there, but a very live hand. Albert Einstein 
and a group of fellow-scientists foresaw the pos- 
sibility of the atom bomb, but no agency in the 
world except the United States Government 
‘could carry the project to conclusion. . 

Prof, Einstein recognized this and sent-a let- 
ter to President Roosevelt. That was the first 
step in a chain reaction that brought about the 
explosion at° Hiroshima. Mr. Roosevelt could 
not have known much about atomic energy, but 
he made a bold gamble. He obtained the vast 
sum of two billion dollars and made it available 
for scientific research and construction. 

As Gov. Dewey says, “we were immensely 
aided by scientists, men and women who had 
fled from Europe’s dictators to a haven in 
America.” And these people in turn were aided 
by American scientists. Government funds and 
government administration brought together the 
most dazzling collection of brainpower ever as- 
sembled on a specific project in the history of 
the world. 

And ail this was done as a government proj- 
ect, and would not and could not have been 
accomplished without government financing and 
administration, at least within the successful 
time limit achieved. The atomic bomb came 
along in time to settle the Japanese war without 
an invasion, which could have been cruelly ex- 
pensive in American lives. So Gov. Dewey made 
an unhappy choice when, in talking of the dead 
hand of government, he cited the atomic bomb. 

Few people would dispute Gov. Dewey's 
point that private business should have an im- 
portant part in atomie energy development. But 
he-neglects to say that private industry already 
plays an important and profitable part. It prob- 
ably occupies as much of the field as the needs 
of national security permit in this period of 
tension with Russia. 

Tn the current issue of Life magazine, an in- 
terview with Chairman David Lilienthal by Archi- 
bald MacLeish makes clear that the part of pri- 
vate industry is inevitably limited. Mr. Lilien- 
thal says: 

You can't really segregate peacetime use 
from potential military use. Fissionable ma- 
terial in a power station would be so nearly 
a weapon that you couldn’t drive a lawyer's 
definition between the two. And an atomic 
industry would be so nearly an atomic arse- 
nal that the people would be shocked if any- 


one seriously proposed leaving it to private 
individuals to run as if it were any other 


industry. 

This was so clear to Congress—and to a 
Congress, mind you, which was extremely 
skeptical of government operations ‘in all 
other fields—that the Senate voted without 
dissent for government monopoly. 

No, there is no escape from the quandary 
that way. Once you have a reactor, a pile. 
whatever you say you plan to usé it for, you 
have a potential instrument of war from 
which possible enemies must be excluded. 
And that is certainly government’s function 
in any kind of society. 

It was the Manhattan District’s policy, and is 
now the policy of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, to do as much of the work as possible 
under research grants and private contracts for 
the construction and operation of plants. Mon- 
santo. Mallinckrodt, United States Carbide and 
Carbon, du Pont, Eastman, General Electric, etc. 
—the list of private operators reads like a blue 
book of American industry. And if private in- 
terests feel that the Government is improperly 
monopolizing the field in any way, they have 
been remarkably quiet about it. 

When so fruitful a public-private partnership 
is already in operation, it is hard to see what 
Gov. Dewey is driving at. 

We think there is no need to fear that the 
greatest natural scientific advance of modern 
times will forever remain bottled up in a gov- 
ernment bureau. But its release to the general 


public obviously must await a world living in 


.peace and concord, and even then there: must be 


safeguards that private monopolists will not be 
allowed to dominate a force that ultimately will 
produce untold treasures of wealth. The fruits 
of atomic energy should accrue to all mankind. 
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Balm for the Bald 

It is one thing to try to console bald-headed 
mey, as J. V. Sheppard does in Hygeia, and an- 
other to refer to hair as a “limp vegetative 
growth.” 

We have seen hair that looked like a limp 
vegetative growth, of course, principally on per- 
sons who had just been to the hairdresser’s or 
in. swimming. But we have also seen blonde 
hair that looked as soft and airy as a scudding 
cloud. dark hair as mysterious and enveloping 
as a night without a moon, red hair as crisp and 
exciting as a lick of flame on a snowy day—rlong 
hair, womanly and gracious; pageboy bobs, in- 
nocent like a fox; bobbed hair, brisk and sassy. 

Bald-headed men may look at all these kinds 
of hair, too, under the same arrangement which 
permits a cat to look at a queen. And if they 
couldn’t, we would have J. V. Sheppard know— 
if all they could look: at in the way of hair was 
a limp vegetative growth—baldness would be 
beyond the bounds of consolation; yea, utterly 


and forever. 


A Charge Against the Other Barrett 
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Special. Pleading on Small Loans 

For many years, interest rates on small loans 
in Missouri were exorbitant. Since the new Con- 
stitution was adopted, the state government has 
heen unable to agree on a revised interest code, 
with the result that. some lenders are suffering 
while their ‘less scrupulous fellows are using 
artful dodges to take usurious tribute from bor- 
rowers. In a commendable effort to work out 
a fair solution, the new Committee for Enact- 
ment of Fair Lending Legislation, an independ- 
ent body, has held three days of hearings. 

Witnesses who appeared before the. committee 
made the following main points: 

1, That small-loan companies are losing 
money under the present legal interest rate 
ceiling of 8 per cent. No doubt this is true, but 
no one suggests that the ceiling should remain 
as low as 8 per cent. 

2. That many small-loan offices have been 
forced to close. Many of them were due to 
close. Under the old law, which was generous 
to the lenders to the extent of 30 and 36 per 
cent interest, there were nearly 150 offices in 
the state, most of them in St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City. There were many more than were 
needed to serve the demand. They needed high 
rates because the business was spread too thin. 

3. That, in the view of the Missouri Associa- 
tion of Personal Finance Companies, the Legis- 
Jature and Governor should authorize 30 per 
eent interest on borrowings up to $400. Thirty 
per cent is more than three times what St. Louis 
banks are charging on small loans. The ex- 
penses of a specialized small-loan company are 
higher than those of a bank’s personal loan de- 
partment, but the small-loan industry is obso- 
lete if it must charge three times as much. 

4. That the small-loan companies deal with 
much poorer risks than thé banks do. The loan 
companies’ losses are very small. For example. 
the bad-debt losses of Household Finance Corp., 
a large company that operates in many states, 
amounted to only 1.21 per cent in 1945. Credit 
losses of 1 or 2 per cent do not justify interest 
charges of 30 per cent. ' 

5. That, according to the Missouri Bankers’ 
Association, it is not qualified to suggest fair 
charges on small loans, but that 16 per cent 
should be permitted on loans of $600 and up. 
This is a curious attitude, because commercial 
banks are actually quite active in the small-loan 
field. Three years ago their association sug- 
gested the 16 per cent ceiling to cover even the 
smallest loans. Its withdrawal from that recom- 
mendation suggests a peace compact between 
the bankers’ and small-loan associations. 

The Fair Lending committee has undertaken 
a useful task, but its job will not be complete 
until it weighs and discounts the special plead- 
ings it has heard. 
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Surgeon General vs. Jack London 

Shades of Jack London, James Oliver Cur- 
wood and Robert W. Service! In their writings 
they peopled the Arctic with men so tough they 
really should have been ashamed to rough up a 
Kodiak grizzly bear. They wrote of burly men 
who could slog over ice and snow on snowshoes 
or via dog sledge for days on end—men who 
were tough, had a four-quart capacity, and 
laughed like the old Norse gods as they “burned 
daylight” furiously. 

And now comes the Army Surgeon General's 
Office with a report on tests made to determine 
the kind of man who can best withstand the 
monotony and rigor of the Far North. They 
find the big, tough, blustering extrovert is a 
poor risk. They say the type that can “take it” 
in the Arctic is the quiet, highly intelligent, 
mildly introverted chap who likes to read, play 
solitaire or just sit and think. 

All this may mess things up for the boys 
who dream up such gregarious and idyllic re- 
eruiting posters as portray boisterous Gls dis- 
porting themselves on Hawaiian bathing 
beaches. They'll have to do something along

.With one exception. which should live in 
history (“I dozed at the wheel!”), drivers 
blame anything but themselves. They 
blame the car, the weather, the sun's giare, 
the darkness, approaching headlights, their 
eyesight, their work, worries, wives, the 
car radio, the backseat driver, a hangover, 
the road, the other driver, the garage man, 
the pedestrian. But facts are stubborn 
things, and the fact is—90 per cent of all 
accidents are directly. attributable to a 
driver. 

By and large, it should be said, Ameri- 
cans are the best drivers in the world. We 
ought to be. We have the best cars. We 
own seven tenths of all the cars in the 
world. We have the best and longest high- 
ways in the world. 

We are good drivers as drivers go. But 
there was a toll of 33,700 killed and over 
a million injured last year—forceful evi- 
dence that we are not good enough. The 
National Safety Council says these acci- 
dents are almost 100 per cent unnecessary. 
Our highway accident record is a national 
shame. ‘ 


Expert Builders, Bad Users 


We had the skill and the energy to build 
the cars and the roads. Haven't we the 
skill and energy to control this Franken- 
stein which we have made? Or shall we 
continue the “hit-and-miss” method—grant 
licenses to anyone who has the price and 
can pass a routine test, and score a million 
hits and no one knows how many lucky 
misses ? 

For the past 10 years the American 
Automobile Association has been carrying 
on an jntensive campaign for traffic safety 
education. In pedestrian education, high- 
way engineering, traffic laws and their en- 
forcement, we have made good progress 
and must continue to do so. But we have 
failed .to educate the driver. Optional 
driver edycation in a few high schools here 
and there ‘is not enough. 


Educating 33,000 to Die 

Each year the’A.A.A. issues a state-by- 
state progress report.

Tf we really want. good drivers, the 
method is clear: a required course in every 
public high school for every student, which 
he must complete the year he reaches his 


state's age for a driver’s license. 


By Lectures and Practice 


A course in safe driving has two paris: 
classroom instruction and road practice. 
The first requires a minimum of 36 hours 
of classroom work plus street observation 
projects, spread over about one school year. 
The second requires 10 hours’ behind-the- 
wheel instruction, spread over about two 
months, using dual-control cars in prac- 
tice-driving areas. Police motor-vehicle de- 
partments are alert to the value of this 
training, and accept the A.A.A. Sportsman- 
like Driving Certificate in lieu of their 
own drivers’ testa. 

As to the results of training, the evi- 
dence is overwhelming. In Rhode Island 
the driving record of 1027 trained high 
school boys and girls over a three-year 
period showed an absolutely clean slate. 
Surveys have been made in New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Cleveland and elsewhere. Al- 
ways the testimony is the same: driver 
education cuts the accident rate. 


Respect for Brute Power 


With uniform driver education required 
of every high school student in the U.S.A., 
with road training required by law for 
every first license and, if tests show the 
need for it, for every renewal, in one dec- 


ade we could reduce the traffic accident 


problem to reasonable proportions—and go 
on reducing it. 

There is a graver aspect to this matter, 
which we ignore at our peril. Some psychi- 
atrists hold that we Americans take a per- 
verse pride in our accident record, as 4 
symbol of speed and “nerve.” They also 
hold that love of power is im fact a na- 
tional trait, and a dangerous one.

Is Final in War Crimes 
Case, Army Secretary

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25 (UP) 
—Army Secretary Kenneth C, 
Royall today defended the action 
of a European Court Martial Re- 
view Board which reduced the 


‘sentence of Frau Ilse Koch who 


was convicted of war crimes. 

The Army Secretary made pub- 
lic a letter to Senator Baldwin 
(Rep.), Connecticut, upholding the 
He said there was no 
convincing evidence that the 
woman, as charged, selected in- 
‘mates for extermination at the 
Buchenwald concentration camp. 

He said also that there was no 
support for the charge that she 


| selected victims who bore tatoos*® 


‘and then had their skins fash- 
ioned into lamp shades. 

Frau Koch was sentenced to 
life by a United States military 
court at Dachau in April 1947. On 
Nov. 15 the deputy judge advo- 
cate for war crimes reviewed the 
case and recommended clemency. 
The reviewing officer recom- 
mended that her sentence be re- 
duced to four years imprisonment, 

Royall said the reduction of the 
woman's sentence was approved 
by the judge advocate of the Eu- 
/ropean command and numerous 
‘other officials including the com- 
'manding general in Eurepe. 

“This decision of the theater is, 
of course, final,” Royall wrote 
Baldwin. “Neither under pro- 
‘cedure for these trials, nor under 
the accepted policies of American 
‘military and civil courts, could 
ithe sentence now be increased by 
‘any authority. 

“While I have not personally 
seen the record in these cases, I 
'am convinced that all the convic- 
tions and sentences therein were 
generally considered by the Euro- 
| Pean command, and the result 
represents their best judgment— 
‘a judgment which in many other 
matters I have found exceedingly 
sound, and certainly not bearing 
on the side of softness toward 
German criminajs.” 


At Bridgeport, Conn., Baldwin 
made public a reply to Royall ad- 
vising the Army Secretary he was 
referring the case to the Senate 
Armed Services Committee “with 
the hope that there may be a 
further thorough investigation.” 

“Having talked with several 
people who know something of 
this notorious woman, and recall- 
ing such irregularities as her giv- 
ing birth to a child while in cus- 
tody,” Baldwin told Royall, “I can- 
not believe other than that this 
case has revealed a startling re- 
versal of justice.”

HERE are two kinds of truth 
in this world: masculine truth 
and feminine truth.

You complain your wife doesn't 
tell a story accurately, that she 
doesn’t face the facts, that she 
doesn’t seem to have a sense of 
reality. What you mean is that 
reality doesn’t mean the same to 
her as it does to you. Why should 
it? She’s a Woman and you are 


a man.

OF COURSE, Dr. Roland agrees, 
reality is whatever it is, inde- 
pendent of the idea we form of it. 
But we can know -reality only as 
it becomes part of our own experi- 
ence, and it is certain to be ex- 
perienced differently b}Y men and 
women, simply because they are 
male and female respectively; be- 
cause they use the same words to 
mean different things. (To use 
the stock illustration, if a man 
says “I haven't anything to wear,” 
it doesn’t mean at all what it 
would mean if his wife said it.) 

Since the two sexes have their 
own respective ways of examining. 
of feeling, of expressing, and of 
using a reality it is quite possible, 
he declares, “without paradox and 
without irony, to speak of mascu- 
line truth ard feminine truth.”

Roland would assure you (and 
your wife), Mr. L., they merely 
@lant the facts one way and their 
husbands slant the facts in a dif- 


ferent way. A husband can’t afford 


to become angry with his wife 
over this habit because “her good 
faith is so disarming, and she 
Plays the game with a wholiy in- 
stinctive spontaneity... . For her, 
arguments always retain a plas- 
ticity which astonishea the rigid 
masculine intellect.” 

If your rigid masculine intellect 
seeks further information, it 
probably won’t find Dr. Roland’s 
book in the public library. It is 
published in French and I am 
quoting from a review of it in 
Family Life, the monthly service 
bulletin of the American Pnstitute 
of Family Relations, Los Angeles. 
But you'll find it interesting to 
bear his conclusion in mind and 
look for illustrations of them in 
your own family life.

Once the cakes are iced, the de- 
sire is for them to stay fresh 
and shiny for at least a few 
hours. A very few drops of glyc- 
erin thoroughly worked into the 
icing does keep it shiny for sev- 
eral hours. In very hot weather the 
glycerin may squeeze out through 
the icing if a few drops too many 
are used, but this is not objec- 
tionable in either appearance or 
flavor and between this result and 
an icing that grows dull and 
sugary in a short time it is surely 
the lesser of the two evils. 
Bittersweet Chocolate Icing. 
Four tablespoons’ shortening, 
four squares unsweetened choco- 
late, six to seven tablespoons hot 
cream, two and two-thirds cups

Although the diamond finesse 
was won, there was no possible 
way for South to avoid the loss 
of a diamond and a club, and so 
the slam contract came to grief. 

It is obvious that.South should 
have been satisfied with a con- 
tract of only four spades. True, 
the combined hands had seven 
honor-tricks, and in a large pro- 
portion of deals this total is 
enough for a laydown slam. In 
this case, however, neither partner 
had suit distribution to enhance 
his honor-trick holding; neither 
one had a singleton, nor a side 
suit of sufficient length or 
strength to be establishable. 

Thus, despite the fact that South 
had one full honor-trick more than 
he required for an opening bid, 
he should not have considered bid- 
ding four no-trump over his part- 
ner's double raise. As a matter 
of fact, even a bid of four hearts 
by South would have been ques- 
tionable.
